That a Reporter shall from time to time be appoin¬ 
ted by the supreme court of this State, to Report its decisions, 
who shall be entitled to receiv e from the Treasury of the State, 
as an annual compensation for his services, the sum of five 
hundred dollars: provided , nevertheless , that the said compen¬ 
sation shall not be paid, unless the said Reporter shall print 
and publish or caused to be printed and published the decisions 
of said court, made during the time he shall act as such Repor¬ 
ter, within twelve months after such decisions shall be made; 
and shall deliver seventy five copies of the decisions so printed 
and published to the Secretary of State, without any expence 
to the State; which copies shall be distributed as follows, vizi 
To the Governor, the Judges of the Supreme court, the Judges 
of the several county courts; the 4ttorney General and the 
Comptroller of Public accounts one copy each, four copies for 
the use of each House of the General Assembly, and the resi- 
due shall be deposited in the oflice of the Secretary of State: 
And provided also, that the said decisions shall be sold to the 
Public at large at a price not exceeding six dollars a volume. 

And be it further enacted , That the judges of the 
supreme court of this State, be and they are hereby authori¬ 
zed to appoint some competent person to print and publish, 
or cause to be printed and published, the decisions of the said

of the present public square in said town, will embrace an 
area of one mile square and the inhabitants thereof. Provided 
that part of John Boardmards purchase from Leroy Pope, ad- 
joing the Town of Huntsville, which is not included in the 
present limits of the Town, be excluded from the limits es¬ 
tablished by this act.

JOINT RESOLUTION proposing amendments to the Constitution of the 

State of Alabama. 

Be it resolved by the Seriate and House of Representative & 
tif the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, 

Two thirds of both houses of the General Assembly concur¬ 
ring, that the following amendments to the Constitution of 
the state of Alabama, be proposed to the people of said state, 
which, when agreed to by a majority of the citizens thereof, 
voting for representatives, and ratified by two thirds of both 
Houses of the next General Assembly, voting by yeas and 
nays, shall he valid to all intents and purposes, as part ol the 
constitution of the state of Alabama, to wit; Strike out so 
much of the thirteenth section of fifth article, as refers to the 
election of Judges of the state, during good behaviour, and in¬ 
sert in lieu thereof the following, to wit: The Judges of the 
several courts in this state shall be elected for, and during the elected for 
term of seven years, and for wilful neglect of duty, or other 
reasonable cause, which shall not be sufficient grounds for J 
impeachment, the Governor shall remove any of them on the Hoar reBBOV* 
addiess of two thirds of each house of the General Assembly: ed» 
Provided , however , that the cause or causes for which such 
removal shall he required, shall be stated at length in such 
address, and entered in the Journals of each House: and Pro• 
vided further , that the cause or causes shall he notified to the 
Judge so intended to be removed, and shall be admitted to a 
hearing in his own defence, before any vote for such address 
shall pass; and in all such cases, the votes shall be taken by 
yeas and nays, and entered on the Journals of each House res¬ 
pectively. _ 

Immediately after the ratification of these amendments, the

Your Memorialist* rely on the liberality of Congress and on that reliance 
rest the proposition to purchase, connected w ith this subject your Memo¬ 
rialists beg leave to represent that nature has furnished objects of Inter* 
nal Improvements of great magnitude, to w hich the enterprizeoi the State 
must he shortly called—Feeling a laudable wish to participate in the 
great efforts of Internal Improvements that so ctnminently distinguish 
the present age your Memorialists finding the means of the State inade¬ 
quate to the objects look with confidence to the General Government for 
assistance in some shape and the sale of the public domain at a low price 
seems to be the most suitable means to effect an object so desirable to all— 
The Muscle Shoals and Colberts Shoals in the Tennessee river present 
obstructions to the navigation of that stream, that requires a canal or a 
rail-way for the distance of perhaps thirty miles—The immense extent of 
count! y to be connected by that improvement at once bespeaks its impor¬ 
tance and stamps «t with a national character—It is emphatically a link 
of great importance in the chair of defence projected by the government— 
T nt: transportation of troops munitions of war &c. as well as the commerce 
that would necessarily flow thro* that vien if properly opened point out 
ck .\ma to tiie united exertions of the General and State Governments.— 
r i h connection of the navagablc w aters of the Tennessee? Ri ver and the 
Mobile Bay by a canal or Railway is another object worthy of national 
exertion.—The great Erie Canal slifows how far the beneficial effects of 
opening these rivers of internal communication surpass the calculation® 
of the most sanguine—The projected canals in Ohio once finished ano the 
obstructions of the Tennessee- river removed and a rail-way constructed 
between the Steam-boat navigation of that stream and the Alabama or 
some of its tributaries and aback country will at once be opened of such 
extent and fertility as to raise our infant seaport into rapid and respecta¬ 
ble commercial importance and reflect the greatest and most permanent 
benefits on the country at large—These difficulties though great, are not 
beyond human powers - they are truly beyond the unaided means of Al¬ 
abama at this early period of her existence,* but it the generous assistance 
of the United States can be commanded, success will be rendered cer¬ 
tain. When the United States were in the germ of existence, and weigh¬ 
ed down by the debts of the revolutionary war, the states, with patriotic 
generosity,extended a helping hand—the revenue from foieign commei co 
was surrendered by the states, and in addition to that ample resource; 
several of the states surrendered a large portion of their public domain. 
On these pillars, the genius of Mie immortal Hamilton erected the fabric 

Of public credit: under the influence of the system projected by him, and 

adopted bv his cotemporaries, the public debt is annually diminishing by 
the action of the sinking fund—the public domain is no longer necessary 
to preserve the credit of the General Government^the receipts from 
commerce w ill be more than ample to defray the expenses of the civil list, 
and extinguish the public debt in the lapse of a few years—aAargGi Sur^ 
plus will be left at the disposal of Congress, and the mode of its cm P ]c*. 



must becoaae ft patter of the deepest concera to the states and thb 
people. That the surplus shall he dormant in the Treasury, is neither to 
he wished or expected. Governments likewise, will spend money ac¬ 
cording to their means—common opinion looks to the application of the 
surplus funds of the government, to the purposes of internal improve, 
merit and general education—this must be done, if at all, under the di¬ 
rection and management of the general, or state governments. Many 
considerations that need not be now mentioned, lead to the anticipation 
ofhapppier results, by the application of the means under the executive 
direction of the state authorities, than can be expected under the direction 
of the General Government: so far as education is concerned, it is ob¬ 
vious that the control belongs to the state governments- and it is believed 
that all the objects ol internal importance, can be effected by supplying 
the states with the means much more to the satisfaction and benefit of 
the people, than by asserting a controverted power in the General Gov¬ 
ernment, to operate even for public good within the states, without their 
consent. As the united States were sustained and aided by the liberality 
of the states in the hour of need, and the means then furnished, have 
been found much more than sufficient to effect the objects of concession; 
and the states in turn, need the assistance of the general government to 
enable them to effect objects of the greatest utility to the present and fu¬ 
ture ages: it is confidently believed that Congress will promptly accord 
the aid so necessary to the fame aud prosperity of the states. The sums 
given byth# United States to Georgia and the Indians for the lands hr* 
eluded in Alabama, it is believed have already been more than reim¬ 
bursed by the sales already made; so that the unsold lands in our limits 
have cost the United States nothing. Allowing due weight to all these 
considerations, your Memorialists indulge a hope that the proposition to 
purchase the public domain, will meet with a favorable consideration by 
Congress, and that it will be sold upon terms that v. ill enable the state 
to realize a profit on selling it out to the citizens, sufficient in amount 
with the other resources atour command, to accomplish the great objects 
of internal improvement herein mentioned, and so necessary to the pros¬ 
perity and greatness of the state, and so beneficial to the present and fu* 
tyre generations. 

' We repeat, that the purchase of the whole of the public domain in this 
state upon suitable terms, would be the most desirable means of accom¬ 
plishing the great objects in view: as to terms, it can only be now said, 
that the means of payment must arise out of the sale of the lands, as pay¬ 
ment cannot be otherwise made. Should the proposal to purchase be 
considered inadmissible or inexpedient by Congress, your Memorialists 
beg leave to urge the claims of the state (or a suitable donation in lands, 
to aid the state in carrying on the important improvements before men¬ 
tioned; aud more especially the Muscle Shoals, and other obstructions iu 
the Tennessee river The practicability of that improvement is no lon¬ 
ger doubtful, and your Memorialists cherish a hope, that the Engineers 
of the United States will he instructed, in the course of the ensuing sea¬ 
son, to make a more detailed survey, with a view to locate the route, amt 
determine the character and cost of the improvement—and whether ft 
canal or railway will he most &dvisablW*atid that a suitable donation 
in lands will be made to the state, for the purpose of effecting an object 
$o desirable. While upon this subject, your Memorialists beg leave to 
state, that it is doubted bj soiree, whether the state woaid be authorised te 



Charge a toll orcftify on boats and other craft* after improving the navi, 
gation ofthe Tennessee river* on acc<)ifiit of the stipulation on our ad* 
mission to the union, tlmt oqr navigable streams should continue public 
highways, free for the passage of all the citizens ol the United States: 
and as such doubts are calculated to dissuade the timid from embarking 
in the removal cd* obstructions^ ;Ve respectfully pray that said stipulation 
inay be so explained* as to allow a reasonable toll to be charged* when¬ 
ever valuable improvements shall be made in any of our navigable bays 
and rivers* either by canal, or the removal of obstructions from the chan¬ 
nel, at great expense. 

In whatever way it may be the pleasure of Congress to grant us aid 
Jh promoting our views: the funds will be faithfully applied to the object 
for which they may be granted. The liberal aid afforded to the north¬ 
western states for similar purposes; assures us that our application will 
meet with similar success. We cannot dose Ibis comnninieation without 


presenting the condition of many of the purchasers of public land in 
the state* to the favorable consideration of Congress. Many have been 
prevented by accident, from ai-ailing themselves of the laws heretofore 
passed for their relief, and incurred forfeitures in the course ol the pres¬ 
ent year; after having paid all but the last instalment, and made valuable 
improvements on the land*.— some, by omitting to notice (he time limited 
for final payment; and many, from inability to .raise the means oi pay¬ 
ment; owing to the joint operation )f two causes' beyond their control. 
Unusual droughts have prevailed for two •'successive seasons in many 
parts of the state, reducing tire produce of the soil nearly or 
quite one half; and the unexpected and unparallelled reduction in the 
price of tire staple commodity* Forfeitures thus incurred, by a people 
struggling with adversity, cannot be retained by a just government-^ fur- 
ther time must be allowed them to make payment, or they must be ruined. 
One of the Banks in this state has failed in thecoursent the present y» ar, 
which has augmented' the* public distress, and diminished the means of 
pavmenfc There is another class of’ citizens entitled to the favorable 
consideration of Ubngress^they have been urged by the necessities of 
the times* to self the certificate of purchase for their homes improved by 
their labor, and. run the> hazard of repurchasing: they continue to culti¬ 
vate the sent and siipj*ort&^ government. The law that passed the 
Senate at the last session, proposed to give the person making the relin¬ 
quishment, or the legal holder of the certificate, a pre-emption right to 
the land from which the certificate had been withdrawn—such a provis¬ 
ion would operate most unfairly. In many instances, the certificate w as 
sold for half the sum that bail been paid on it, or less: not w ith a view to 
own the soil it covered* bat with the express view of relinquishing it in 
payment for other lands. Undersuch circumstances,^ give a pre-emp¬

The select committee to which was refered the Preamble and Resolu¬ 
tions of the General Assembly of the State of Ohio when acting upon a 
communication from the Governor ot the State ol Georgia and a Re olii- 
tion of the Senate of said State, recommending an amendment Of the Con¬ 
stitution of the United States, have had said Resolution under considera¬ 
tion and ask leave to report: That they concur with the General Assem ¬ 
bly of the State of Ohio that innovations on the Constitutional laws ol 
a community ought to be cautiously made—They believe that political 
wisdom matured by experience forbids any innovation unless called for 
by some palpable defect. Hut your committee are of opinion that the 
Constitution of the United States is palpably defective in giving the elec¬ 
tion of President in any event to the House of Representatives in Con¬ 
gress, because an improper exercise of that power may result in the elec¬ 
tion of a President opposed to the choice of the people, which is incom¬ 
patible with the spirit of a republican Government, and ought to be avoid 
ed when practicable — Your committee would therefore recommend tha 
{he constitution of the United States be so amended as to give the elecuot

President and vice President directly to the people, in such manner os 
to preserve equality of rights throughout the different States of :.he Union 
and to effect that end, do recommend the adoption of the following reso¬ 
lution.

Can be obtained without changing the present scale oi voting for those od* 
fleers, between the several States of the Union. 

And be it further Resolved , That his Excellency the Governor be re* 
quested to forward atopy of the foregoing preamble and resolution to each 
of our Senators and Representatives in Congress and the Governor’s of 
the several States. Approved, January 1 5th, 1828. 


JOINT MEMORIAL to the Cor.gtegs of the United States asking permission for the Trus¬ 
tee# of the University of Alabama to select other lands in lieu of those herein mentioned. 

The Memorial of the Senate and House of Representatives of the State, qf 
Alabama, in General Assembly convened ♦ Respectfully represents that sec¬ 
tion —containing six hundred and thirty eight and eighty-four bund- 
jredths of an acre; the north east quarter of section seventeen containing one 
hundred & fifty-nine and elev en hundredths of an acre; the northeast quar¬ 
ter of sectioii twenty-eight containing one hundred and fifty eight and 
eighty one hundredths of an acre ; and the east part of the north east 
quarter of section thirty-four containing one hundred and six and twelve 
hundredth’s of an acre in Township four, Range eleven West in the Hunts¬ 
ville land District, patented to the Trustees of the University of Alabama 
on the 16th day of July eighteen hundred and twenty four have been sub¬ 
sequently sold by the United States to individuals who are now in peace¬ 
able possession thereof and have made considerable and valuable improve* 
merits thereon. 

In order that the quiet of innocent and bonafide'pu rch a s ers should not bo 
disturbed; and believing that a selection of other lands could be made equab¬ 
ly beneficial; Your memorialists respectfully submit to your Honorable 
body the propriety of passing a law granting permission to the said Trus¬ 
tees of the University of the State of Alabama to make a selection of other 
lands in lieu thereof; giving said Trustees of the University aforesaid 
the power of selecting any lands which have been forfeited, reverted or 
relinquished to the United States at any of the land offices in this State 
in lieu of the above described lands: Provided, they include in such se¬ 
lection one entire section in one tract and the remaining part of such se¬ 


lection in one tract or body; Frovided also that they shall have the pow er 
to select in quarter sections, where the land has not been lelinquished. 

Resolved by the Senate and House of Reprsentatives of the State of Ala - 
bama, in General Assembly convened. That our Senators in Congress be. 
instructed and our Representatives requested to use their efforts to obtain 
the passage of a law in conformity with the foregoing Memorial. 

Be it further Resolved : That bis Excellency the Governor he requested 
to transmit to our Senators and Representatives in Congress a copy 
foregoing Memorial and resolutions. Approved, Jan* l H

State and Georgia. 

The Select Committee to which was referred so much of the Govern* 
©r's Message, as relates to the boundary line, between this state and 
Georgia with instructions to inqure into, and report to the House the 
nature and state of the controversy, have had the subject under consid¬ 
eration, and beg leave to Report , 

That by the articles of cession of 1802, “the State of Georgia ceded tt 
the United States, all the right, title, and claim; which tho said state 
bad to the jurisdiction and soil of the lands situated within the boundaries 
of the United States, south of the state of Tennessee, and west of a line 
beginning on the western bank of the Chatahoochie river, w here the same 
crosses the boundary line between the United States and Spain—running 
thence up the said river Chatahoochie, and along the western bank ther- 
nf, to the great b'md thereof, next above the place where a certain creel^ 
Or river called Uchie— (being the first considerable stream, on the wes* 
tern side above trie Cussetas and Coweta towns) empties into the sai<! 
Chatahoochie ri\cr —thence a direct line to Nickajack, on Tennessee 
pver.” 

Until 182 Georgia asserted that the point of departure from the Chat* 
ahoorhic, was at a small curvature of the river, a little above the mouth 
■of Uchie Creek, Alabama has at all times contended, that the true point 
of departure, was at the great bend, some sixty or seventy miles higher 
Qp the river—in point of fact, the Cussetas and Coweta towns referred 
to locate the creek, are above tho mouth of Uchie. The commissioners 
indicate, by the cautious phraseology adopted, that there was not entire 
certainty, as to the name of the creek. In speaking of the Chatahoochie 
and Tennessee rivers, they do not speak of certain rivers so called; nor 
of Nickajark, tmd the Indian towns as places so called; but on the con¬ 
trary, as streams and places well known by their names: but as to Uchie 
They have not relied on its name to convey their meaning, but speak of if 
'as * ‘a certain creek or river called Uchie,* 9 and refer to well known Indian 
towns, to indicate its locality. The creek or river of which they speak, 
was to enter the Chatahoochie on the west side, and was the first consid¬ 
erable stream above the Cussetas and Coweta towns. The fact that U* 
Chie creek emptied into the Chatahoochie below, and not above the towns 
referred to; and the fact that there is no great bend in the Chatahoochie 
sufficiently near the month of Ucliic. to make them suitable as objects ol 
Connected reference, induced Alabama to contend that the name of the 
creek was mistaken in the article of cession: rejecting the name, and re¬ 
lying on the description, there can be little difficulty in establishing 
the true point of departure from the Chatahoochie. The object of the 
parties was to fix a boundary line between states and common discretion 
would induce them to prefer a natural, to an ar tificial boundary, so far 
as it could be conveniently obtained. There is, in fact, a great bend in 
the Chatahoochie, where the river changes its general course, and bears 
to the south; that feature must have been known to the commissioners, 
and, being known, it was perfectly natural and suitable, to adopt that 
point as the termination of the first line. By that course, a natural 
boundary woul I be established from the* Florida line, to a point where 
flic artificial line would no longer coincide with^ the natural one, but 
■would leave it abruptly, and give both states a suitable and <^ nve ™ e <?* 
m m. A mm Of tm «****> placed at the Florida lie* ™th the article 
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of cession as his guide* would proceed up tfie river above the Indian 
towns, before be would look for the creek. Above the towns, he would 
find no creek called tlehie. but he would find one answ ering the descrip^ 
tion in every other particular: a short distance above the upper Coweta 
Villages, he would find a large creek called Ychetka and above that, 
the great bend—the towns, the creek, and the bend, all near enough to¬ 
gether, to be called for as connected and convenient points of reference; 
and finding this correspondence in the descriptive calls ot the article, he 
could not control them all by the mere name of the-creek, but w ould sup¬ 
pose the name had been mistaken, and would fix on the great bend as 
the point of departure from the Chatahoochie: these conclusions seem so 
natural, as to force themselves on any mind disposed to examine the 
^question with common candour. 

The state of Georgia how ever, resisted the influence of these plain and 
forcible deductions and asserted her right to begin the artificial line at a 
$mail bend in the river, a little above the mouth of the creek actually 
called Uchie; and continued to do so, until the v test of the chain and com¬ 
pass proved the error of the assertion. 

When, the commissioners met at Fort Mitchell, in July 18*6, to settle 
tlYe disputed boundary, and run the line, the representatives of Georgia 
w ould hear of no.other point of beginning hut tlfeone they had previously 
Claimed. To get the true bearing to Nickajack, it w as necessary to run 
an experimental line—that line was commenced at the place assumed by 
Georgia, and run,upon the course that it w as supposed would strike M ick- 
stjack, but w hich, in fact, run a few miles east of it; running upon that 
bourse, however, to their utter astonishment, they struck the river, and 
had to make as many as four'offsetts to avoid crossing it. This discov¬ 
ery led to the abandonment of which as a beginning; and gs no point but 
tbc two had ever been-thought of as a beginning o! the artificial line, it 
was reasonably to he expected, that Georgia would yield to the just views 
of Alabama, and agree on the greats bend as the point of departure. 
_But this expectation proved fallacious. The Commissioners of Ala¬ 
bama, in order to adjust the, dispute, proposed to agree to any point on 
the course of the great bend, that those on the part of Georgia would 
select; and enforced the reasonableness and legality of that proposition, 
by argUments of the most satisfactory character. The Georgia Com¬ 
missioners, how r ever, rejected the proposition, and assumed a point on 
the Chatahoochie called the Flat Shoals, or Miller’s Bend, thirty or fon 
ty miles below the great bend, as the point to which they would run the 
true line from Nickajack, against the assumption of that point The 
Commissioners on the part of Alabama protested, because it had ho at¬ 
tribute of the point described^ the article, except that it w as on the west 
bank of the Chatahoochie; and in that point, not distinguished frhm any 
other point on the same stream above the Florida line. It is bekntr the 
great Bend—below Ychatka Creek—(the one obviously describ^l* m the 
article of cession)—and below some of the Coweta villages, ' Ano%eSidei5 
all this, the artifical line to that point, t^ns alopg ^bargin ofrtheritf* 
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thi artificial boundary on the margin of a natural One, fer so great a 
lance, against the plain import of their own language, tested by the sound¬ 
est canons of construhcfiori. Posterity will never convict Messrs* Mad¬ 
ison, Gallatin, andXincoln. ot\such egregious folly, upon the mere as¬ 
sumption of any state, however respectable. Against all these consid¬ 
erations, Georgia has permitted herself to assume a poin t so utterly un¬ 
tenable, and to run a line from Niekajaek to-the Flat Shoals, against the 
protest of Alabama. Your committee regret that tin y are unable view to 
this procedure on the part of Georgia, in any other light, than a palpable 
violation of the sovereignty of Alabama. It is true, the territory thus 
attempted to be taken from Alabama, is neither extensive nor valuable— 
the soil is understood to be in main: very poor—it is hut afew miles wide 
at (he Chatahonchic, and tapers down to a point at Niekajaek. 

Tii esc considerations however, cannot vary the question—our sovereign¬ 
ty is as certainly violated, as if the quantity was great, and the soil good. 
Georgia has run a line contrary to the articles of cession, against which 
we protested—the whole of which is our territory. Such is the na¬ 
ture of the dispute, and such the state of the controversy. Your com¬ 
mittee, therefore, beg leave to recommend the following resolutions, vizi 

Resolved by the Stmt* and Hous” of Representatives of the State of Ala¬ 
bama in General Assembly convened That the state of Alabama cannot 
agree to the line run by Georgia, from Niekajaek to the great Flat Shoals 
or Miller’s Rend: but on the contrary, protest against tire same, as an 
infraction of her sovereignty. 

And be'it further resolved , That according to the plain import and 
sound construction of the articles of cession, Alabama is entitled to run 
ip the Chatahoochie, as a boundary from the Florida line, to the middle 
of the Great Rend, above the mouth ofYcliatka Creek: and in as much as 
t!i proposition of her commissioners id run from Nickojacit to the lower 
end of the bend or any point on the same, that Georgia would select, 
was not accepted: Alabama will not consider herself in any manner bound 
thereby: but oh the. contrary, at full liberty to as^cit hcr just claim, to 
run up to the middle of the bend, in any future negotiation that may be 

opened on the subject , 

Jhul be it further resolved , That the Governor of tins state be required 
to transmit a copy ot the foregoing Report and 'Resolutions to the Gov ci it¬ 
er of Georgia, with a request to lav them before the icgislgtuic ol that 
state; and to inform him. that whenever Georgia shall be willing to dis¬ 
cuss the question, as to what particular point on the curve of the Great 
Rend the line shall depart for Nica jack, Alabama will meet her promptly 
in the most perfect spirit of friendship. Rut until some point on the 
Great Rend shall be conceded by Georgia, a further attempt at ncgocia- 

'ion will be useless, and the question must remain unsettled.

ranches of domestic industry at the expense ot olheis and

in Congress Assembled, The General Asset) 
rights of the people they serve, and the intc 



sorted by the General Government to controulthe labour of the nation 
protecting certain branches of* domestic industry at the expense of others^ 
We do not complain of the powe • to raise Revenue or regulate commerce; 
These powers are expressly granted to preserve the existence and pro-* 
mote the harmony and prosperity of the Government; nor do we com¬ 
plain of the incidental protection that may result from a well adjusted 
“ Tariff* 5 imposed on the importation of Foreign Goods, with a view to 
revenue alone, nor vet of the occasional inequalities that must attend the 
operation of any general System. The power to raise revenue is essential 
to toe existence o Government, and is expressly ami distim tly grant¬ 
ed in the ronstit-uiion. It is a power c-ntiiely safe, and every way com¬ 
patible with limited and free government; because it has a .boundary so 
well defined by the wants of the government, as rarely to he transcend¬ 
ed. The power to regulate commerce was obviously given to avoid the 
conflicting systems that would necessarily arise in the different states, it 
each had retained a separate control of the subject: that power is con ¬ 
nected with the other, and was given to equalise the duties in the differ¬ 
ent states It is not of these powers that we complain, but it is the as¬ 
sertion of another, and a very different one—it is the assertion oi the pow¬ 
er to impose a duty on any article of foreign commerce, not because we 
want revenue or the regulations of commerce, as such require improve¬ 
ment. hut because we want to exclude the foreign* in lavorot the domes-* 
.tic fabric. This power is not granted in the constitution, and must be 
sustained, if at all by the pliable doctrine of implication, and as it is not 
necessary to the power to raise revenue, or regulate commerce, it can-/ 
not be sustained as an incidental, or implied power. Oil the contrary* 
it is a substantial, distinct power, resting on assumption, and fraught 
with frightful danger: it has no limit but the caprice ef those who assert 
its existence, and is necessarily subject to all the varying views of sup¬ 
posed convenience, and the fugitive conceits of expedience. The unlim¬ 
ited nature of this po wer and the dangerous .purposes to which it may 
be applied, render it odious, and unfit to mingle in human affairs: Its 
natural offspring is monopoly, and its natural tendency is, to divide the 
co nmunitv into nabobs and paupers, to accumulate oveigiown wealth 
in the hands of the few, and to extend the poverty, the vices, and the 
miseries of the many. This alarming principle leads t<* the union of 
the worst of human passions Cupidity and ambition, under its deleterious 
influence, minister to each oilier* at the expense of the community. Cu¬ 
pidity will barter worlds for money, and unchastcned ambition will filch 
from the poor man’s toil a portion of its just reward, to appease the 
cupidity of the cold calculating monopolist. In this sordid anti selfish 
exchange of equivalents, each accords to the other, what is most highly 
prized. Without feeling the loss; as the ambitious man cares not tor mon¬ 
ey. nor the monopolist for rank and power, will not the seductive liillu- 
ern e of thes ’ passions destroy the equipoise of the General Government, 
and throw its destructive weight upon any portion of the Imon tmu 
may b * nere.-sarv to promote their views? Is fate more certain or desti¬ 
ny more inevitable? Can a power leading in the dawn of its existence, 
to a combination so incompatible with freedom, exist in a free govern ¬ 
ment? shall it be assumed or raised by implication for purposes so op- 
Dres4vo ? shall its oppressive character be obscured by the magic of a 
name? Can the cabalistic appellation of ‘ American system, change 
the essential character of the principle? These are portentous question. 
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& all concerned, and the crisis calls for the greatest exertions of the 
friends of the limited government. Already has the manufacturing in¬ 
terest assumed ail organized form, and exhibited a concert, and system¬ 
atic combination against all the other great interests of the nation, U- 
nion of counsels, and immense wealth, enables the manufacturing corps 
to sustain a set of agents to attend the sessions of Congress, to importune 
and press their claims upon the attention of the national legislature. 
Not content with the importunity of individual agents, a solen n conven¬ 
tion has been convoked at Harrisburg consisting of delegates from va¬ 
rious states, to execute a writ-of inquiry, as it would seem, upon the ag¬ 
ricultural, and other interests of the country, and indicate to Congress 
in a more commanding form, ho w much further the scheme of oppression 
ca:t he prudently pressed The right to assemble, and petition Con¬ 
gress fa* the redress of grievances. can give no sanction to such a con¬ 
vention. Flie other languishing interests of the country might well raise 
a voice of supplication—but for the most pampered, and beyond question 
the most d mrishing interest in the country to affect a distress that- does 
not exist, and urge Congress for a license to extort from the poor man’s 
toil, a still greater portion of its just reward, is a plain insult to the un¬ 
derstanding, as well as an ov rt. art of tyranny and oppression. In the 
conflicts of party strife, the timid and the silent are apt to be shoved aside 
to make i-o.*m for the bold and aspiring When further exaction is thus 
urged* to be silent would ho criminal If «ur rights must be usurped, 
and our wealth drained, to pamper monopolists, we will yield them only, 
w hen the last inch of ground has been defended with the spirit of freemen* 
Js it desirable here to imitate the policy of England and pursue a system 
that takes from the laborer more and more of the proceeds of Ids toil, 
until pauperise pervades the land? 'Hie policy that takes from our class 
oflaborers the proceeds of their toil to fill the pockets of another, must be 
intrinsically unjust and inimical to freedom The inevitable tendency 
of such a system, is to accumulate the wealth of the country into a few 
hands. Fite rich become more and more rich, without becoming more 
virtuous or happy: and the poor arc pressed down from one point of de¬ 
pression to another, until the extreme of pauperism, and consequent mis¬ 
ery, vice, and degradation is attained, i bis picture is not drawn from 
fancy , but from the solemn admonitions of history. England has pursued 
the infatuated system ofmounply and protection of balances and counter¬ 
balances until the middle class of society, once the pride and strength of 
the nation, is nearly extinguished, and merged in the other two, and the 
nation is divided into a small number, ruinously rich; and the millions of 
paupers that infest the poor houses and workshops of the nation. 1 he 
sponge of monopoly has absorbed nearly the whole wealth of the nation, 
and drawn it into a few hands, gradually diminishing in number. The 
nation, it is true, presents a splendid and magnificent exterior, dazzling 
and captivating the distant spectator* but an interior of extended wretch¬ 
edness. vice, and misery; of twenty one million of people, less than three 
hundred thousand are said to own the whole of the immense public debt, 
and nearly the w hole of the landed property of the nation. The balance 
of the nation, are in a state of pauperism varying only in a degree—tax¬ 
ed to the bone, and doomed to ceaseless toil, for a scanty and wretched 
subsistence. This appalling mass of wretchedness, vice, and poverty, 
is the practical result of the “British system” of monopoly, and protec¬ 
tion of balances and counterbalances in the scheme oijrestriction, and reg- 



ttlatfrig labor, for a series of years pursued by the magnificent ami splen¬ 
did government of a wretched and impoverished people. Let it not be 
Said that the ‘‘American system” of monopoly and protection, will have 
different tendencies, or lead to different results. The artifice is too shal¬ 
low to deceive. We cannot disguise the fact, that we are struggling 
■ivitii fearful odds, and contending with an organised body of monopolists, 
who act in concert; and like the tiger that has tasted blood, prowls for 
more with increased voracity. Already pampered into fearful import¬ 
ance by partial legislation, the goad and importune CongiT.ss for further 
exactions from the planting interest. The allied powers of avarice, mo¬ 
nopoly, and ambition, through the Harrisburg .convention, and every 
subordinate channel of importunity at their command, call for a further 
subsidy on the labor of the south and southwest, in the shape, of a woollens 
Bili, to pamper the gentlemen wool growers and wool carders of the north 
east; and'this too, at a time when agriculture is languishing und prostrate., 
yielding a bare support to those w ho pursue it, and the mercantile and. slap¬ 
ping interestspartaking of tin* languor, and manufacturers alonein a flour¬ 
ishing and prosperous condition. The interest least in need; thus urging 
by tne aid of such powerful political machinery, a further .tribute from the 
interest least able to hear it. is surely sinllcient to prove to Congress, how 
vain and fruitless is the at torn >t to satisfy the inordinate cravings of the 
monopolist. One exaction leads to another, and every concession gene¬ 
rates a new, and more, exorbitant demand. When combinations thus 


formidable, endeavor to throw the overgrown weight of the general gov- 
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south west and south send no agents to beset the members of Congress, 
and have forborne to petition or remonstrate in every village, or to call a 
counter convention, that they are so recreant to duty as to acquiesce in 
the proposed oppression. On the contrary, let it be distinctly understood 
that Alabama, iti common with the southern and south western states,, 
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legalized pillage on the property of her citizens, to which she can never 
submit, until the constitutional means of resistance shall be exhausted,

MEMORIAL to the Congress of the United States, to postpone the Sales of the Public 
Lands in the Cidiawba and Tuscaloosa Districts, till the year lbc9 

The Memorial of the Legislature oi the State of Alabama, in (yenera3 
Assembly convened, respectfully represent to the Congress oi the United 
States, that the sales of the Public- Lands in the Cahawba anil Tuscaloo¬ 
sa Districts, advertised to be sold, as is perceived by the Presidents 
Proclamation, in February next, are viewed with deep interest and con¬ 
cern by the General Assembly. A postponement thercoi is respectm!Iy 
urged on .the grounds, that the failure o! the Tomueckhc Bank to redeem 
Its notes with specif has caused considerable distress and pecuniary cun 
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UarrasHinent in the country. This Bank was the depository of the put)* 
tic monies from several of the Land GPaces in this state, by means of 
which, confidence among the people was established as to its solvency, 
and having ample funds to meet promptly all demands against it. A 
large portion of the circulating medium is the depreciated paper of this 
Bank. A transfer of the debts due this institution to a large amount to 
the United States, and the refusal of the agent of the United States to re¬ 
ceive the paper in payment of_ the debts contracted with the Bank, are 
additional causes of the increase of pecuniary embarrassment. The 
transfei of those debts to the United States, it is understood, was made 
for the purpose of securing debts due from the Bank to the government. 

The extreme drought experienced the past season, (the effects of which 
have been more general and severe, than any since the settlement of Ala¬ 
bama has had the tendency so to diminish the cotton crops that not more 
than half the usual prodint is raised. To this may added the diminution 
in the price of our .staple commodity. 

It U believed that a postponement of the sales for another year will he 
a source of relief to'the people—pecuniary distress and embarrassment 
removed—a sound circulating medium restored, and the proceedss of an~ 
other crop realized—the results of all which, would be more beneficial to 
the government—a fair competition between those who purchase the soil 
for cultivation, and the capitalist opened, ami undue combinations pre¬ 
vented. 

Resolved, therefore , hy the''Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Alabama* in General Assembly convened* That our Senators be, 
and they are hereby instructed, and onr Representatives requested, to use 
their best endeavors to procure the passage of a law embracing the object 
contemplated in the foregoing memorial, in postponing the sales in the 
aforesaid districts till the year 1829. 

And be it further resolved* That His Excellency the Governor, trans¬ 
mit one copy of the foregoing memorial and Resolution, to each of our Sen¬ 


ators 


and Representatives in Congress. 


Resolved further. That our members in Congress be requested to wait 
on the President, and ascertain from him, bis intention in regard to post¬ 
ponement of said Sales, before they lay this Memorial before Congress*

A JOINT REMONSTR \NCE, on the subject of Instruction lately tfven from the Trea¬ 
sury Department relative to the funds receivcable for Public Lands. 

To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
Status of America in Congress Assembled, The Legislature of the State of 
Alabama with feelings of profound respect for the Constituted Authorities 
of the General Government beg leave to Remonstrate most earnestly and. 
solemnly against the course about to be pursued by the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment, in relation to the sale of public Lands in this State. 

The instructions lately given from that Department to receive nothing 
in payment for Lands but the notes of the Bank of the Uni ted States, the 
cotes of*specie paying Banks in this State and specie, is al itself sufficiently 
injurious to the interests of the people and the institutions cd the State to 
call for the most pointed remonstrance from the Representatives of the 
People, hut when the additional in intimation is given the even the specie 
paying Bank notes of this State may be. refused, without previous notice, 
it is difficult to command suitable-language to express the Icekngs that 



arise out of the occasion, is it the design of the tinted Slates fo wield 
the foroe of its Treasury against the local Institutions oft he State ? To 
refuse to receive funds here that they receive elsewhere ? Have those who 
administer the Government of the United States determined to subject t he 
people already oppressed, to the heartless exactions of the money broker? 
are the States Institutions to be crushed, and the people oppressed by the 
combined actions of the Bank and the Treasury of the United Suites? if 
these things have not been determined on, it is difficult to concme upon 
what principles the Institutions in question can be supported, lor it is very 
certain their practical effect must be highly prejudicial to the people and 
the local B auks. To the poop by i uniting the means of purchasing a 
home; and the local Banks, by insinuating in advance, that their credit is 


at least so questionable as to render it probable that their paper will not 
be received in payment for Lands. There was a time when the influence 
of the Treasury was exerted to sustain ami support the local Banks against 
approaching difficulty, but now it seems to have taken another direction, 
and instead of a helping hand, it is brought to bear upon them in a most un¬ 
friendly manner, and why should this he done ? Have the United Slates 
a prosperity distinct trom that of the people and the States ?

It is the habitual practice el 
that overgrown institution, to fasten like a vampire, on the local or State 
Banks, and render them tributary. It will receive but w ill not email tc 
their paper, periodical settlements must be had, and interest paid on any 
balance in their favour Thi • would not be complained ok were it con- 
lined to such balance as might remain on hand, after using so much of 
the local paper, as might be found acceptable to customs, in the course of 
business, but to hoard up every dollar that falls into their hands, from, 
Treasury deposits or otherwise, in order to force an interest account 
against all the State Institutions seems to evince a disposition to achieve 
their ruin, regardless of consequences. That such a disposition should 
exist on the part of the Bank of the United States is not si range, but that 
such a course should be patronized and encouraged by the S reasu ry, was 
surely not to be expected. That harmony and mutual support between 
the General and Slate Governments so necessary to the heneiicial actions 
of belli and to the interest and welfare ot the people, it was once beinwen

The idea of excluding also the paper of the specie, paying Banks of 
this State is as cruel as it s useless ami capricious, We have but tw o 
Banks of that description. The. Mobile Bank is owned by individual 
Stock holders and has at all times redeemed its paper with specie, and 
maintained public confidence. The Bank of the State of Alabama is own¬ 
ed entirely by the State and is beyond question in a sound and solvent 
condition and the faith of the State is solemnly pledged for the integrity of 
its management and the redemption of its paper, can it be possible that 
the credit of the State can be seriously doubled by the United States? 
1 ; it seriously feared that tlic amount received for Land will not be prompt¬ 
ly redeemed ? If not* why should it be intimated from the Treasury that 
the nob s of tie specif. paying Banks of Alabama, forming the principal 
pert of the < ; n dating medic, in. and of course the principal means of pur¬ 
chase in Tre 1 amis of the people may be also refused at the Land-Office, 
read our people admonished to submit in advance to the exactions of the 
Broker, for fear of that dreadful mandate from the powers that be, when 
a measure *o cruel is intimated from such a source as being sufficiently 
probable to render it prudent for the people to command by an exorbitant 
premium, United States notes or specie, if calls for the firmest ami manli¬ 
est tone of R monstrance.

of the United States, to force an mte.-est account may to some extent em¬ 
barrass its operations but foreseeing thcdiftiriil y, timely provisions will 
he made to meet the event, such a course on the part of that Bank tho’ with¬ 
in th e letter is a palpable violation of the spirit of the charter. If those 
who granted it could have foreseen that it would refuse to circulate the 
paper of the State Banks unquestionably solvent and hoard it up to force, 
an interest account against them and wear them away by inches, it is 
scarcely possible to believe the bill could have passed. That, it should 
refuse the paper of Banks of doubtful credit is certainly prudent and pro¬ 
per and was expected, but that none should escape the exaction of tribute 
in the shape of interest was n-ot foreseen by the friends, tho’ it was feared 
by the Statesmen opposed to the measure, their fears have been verified, 
to the fulest extent under the sanction and co-operation of the Treasury 
as appears by the instructions under consideration. In the distraction of 
ill the State Banks there is a calamity involved of sufficient magnitude to 
call for the interposition of Congress to prevent the funds and power of 
the. General Government from being united to oppress the Institutions and 
people of the States, without the aid ot the Treasury against them the Statq 
Banks could probably maintain their standing. Congress surely have 
the legitimate right to direct the manner of using the funds of the nation 
as id provent their being used as an engine of oppression to the State Insti¬ 
tutions. If the United States Bank or its Branches refuse to deal in the 
paper of the sound and solvent State Banks so tar as it may be acceptable 
to customers the Deposits of Government funds should be withdrawn and 
"1 eonsited in such State 1}‘inks as will make sufficient slrcfvvingmf sciundiK^to 



The oppression of which ■ 
we complain, call for a remedy that Congr ss alone can apply. To that 
tribunal your Remonstrants appeal, on behalf of their com titaanls, the 
State and its institutions under a confident hope, that a suitable remedy 
will be provided. Re it therefore Resolved that our Senators in Congress 
be instructed and our Representatives requested to use their endeavours 
to procure such relief as the case requires cither from the Executive or 
Congress.
